Sanballat did 
the weakening, God did the strengthen- 
ing. And God was greater than Sanbal- 
lat! He is greater, even, than any of 
our enemies today! A few verses later 
we read, “The wall was finished”; and 
then: “And it came to pass, that when 
all our enemies heard thereof, and all 
the heathen that were about us saw 
these things, they were much cast down 
in their own eyes: for they perceived 
that this work was wrought of our God.” 
Have we, today, been called of God to 
do his work, and are our enemies doing 
their best to weaken our hands? Let 
us follow Nehemiah’s plan — it has never 
failed.

Pray for Revival This Summer 


HE Great Commission Prayer 
League of Chicago has just mailed 
to the directors of American and 
Canadian summer conferences a special 
appeal for extraordinary prayer, prayer 
for revival. This call by the League’s 
“Committee of Seven” stresses the fact 
that as intercessory prayer rises, so the 
tide of revival blessing will he evidenced 
in the local, national, and world-wide 
fellowship of the people of God. The 
appeal reads as follows: 

“Prior to the Great American Revival 
in ’57-59, there was everywhere in 
America a wave of revival prayer. 
God’s people assembled by the thou- 
sands to cry to God for a mighty work 
of grace. These prayer meetings taxed 
the capacities of the largest assembly 
hails. The revival that followed sur- 
passed all expectations. 

“Once again there is needed just such 
a movement of the Spirit in the true 
Church, to the end that there shall be 
a thoroughgoing awakening among the 
millions of souls indifferent to Christ 
and the Church, and who are unaware 
of sin’s character and its terrible fruit 
here and hereafter. 

“Doubtless your heart longs for such 
a divine visitation. You feel the pres- 
sures of life, see the downward trends, 
hear God’s name blasphemed every day, 
and long for the Spirit to lift up a 


standard in such an hour as this! As 
a conference director you may be think- 
ing of setting aside certain hours of its 
sessions this summer for this sort of 
importunate intercession for revival. If 
so, we are sure God will bless your efforts 
in no small measure. The promises are 
on your side. Is there anything else 
more important? The League will count 
it a call from God to help by prayer. 
Can the League assist you in any other 
way? Do you desire any printed mat- 
ter that will help to stimulate a spirit 
of prayer? 

Wilt thou not revive us again: that 
thy people may rejoice in thee? 
(Psa. 85:6.) 

“Much as we wish the Director of 
the League could be with you for such 
seasons of prayer, which God has so sig- 
nally used him in conducting, it is un- 
likely that he can attend more than five 
or six of these summer gatherings. One 
conference is planning to make a spe- 
cial feature of the Call for Prayer, and 
is-seeking to rally more than 1,000 pray- 
ing people to unite in two special days 
of prayer, to be led by the Director. 

“The imperativeness of revival prayer 
is great! The necessity for a concerted 
union and agreement in prayer by the 
prayer forces of the Christian Church 
is insistent! May God give you clear 
and unmistakable guidance as to what 
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part you should ‘take in giving revival 
prayer a prominent place on your forth- 
coming conference program. 


If two of you shall agree on earth 
as touching any thing that they shall 
ask, it shall be done for them of my 
Father which is in heaven (Matt. 
18:19). 


“May we hear from you on this sub- 
ject, so that the League! may remem- 
ber your particular designated seasons 
for revival prayer?” 

That revival prayer is the unques- 
tioned need of the hour is evident. The 
Church needs a revival movement that 
will cause Christians to kneel as one 
man, and pray down the blessings of 
God. The world needs a praying Church, 
as surely as the men in those “other 
little ships” needed the intercessions of 
those who were in the boat with Christ 
who stilled the tempest that would en- 
gulf them. Our blessed Lord longs for 
revival, else he never would have caused 
the revival Epistles of the New Testa- 
ment and the letters to the seven 
churches of Asia to be written. A 
knowledge of what God wills and longs 
to do in the assemblies of his saints is 
enough to convince any man that the 
days of revivals are no more passed than 
the days of sanctification. 

We need the wonder working of the 
Spirit of God. This is the only way 
the testimony of the Church will be 
preserved and general evangelization ac- 
complished. How else can multitudes in 
America be reached? How can these be 
converted for whom Christ died? How 
can hypocrisy and infidelity in the 
church be _ routed? “Times have 
changed.” Is this true? The Word of 
God has not changed! The heart of 
man has not changed! Neither has hu- 
man need, nor God’s remedy ! 

The Church has lost much of her God- 
consciousness, a sense of God’s purpose, 
the power in prayer, and the manifest 
work of the Holy Ghost. Wherein have 
times so changed that revival is not 
necessary in our day? How can seri- 
ously minded Christians face present 
conditions and not pray, “O Lord, revive 
thy work’? 

It was dark indeed when Luther 
prayed down the Reformation. “Death 
reigned in the churches, and rottenness 
prevailed in public morals” when 
Aldersgate Revival Prayer Meeting 
saved the church and the nation two 
hundred years ago. Appalling darkness 
had settled down upon America before 
the last great revival in °’57-59. Such 
conditions were not against revival then, 
but for it» Revival is of God! Revival 
is a mighty spiritual upward move- 
ment that saves the people from their 
trend toward hell. 

God’s resources are inexhaustible. 
While worldliness is almost engulfing 
the church, Satanic philosophies are 
ruining the world, and 26,000,000 chil- 
dren in America are growing up without 
the knowledge of God, is not revival 
imperative? Should not. world-wide 
apostasy in the professing church arouse 
every member in the true Church to 
pray,—to pray at home and in sum-

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mer assemblies? This is the paramount 
need, and this method of united prayer 
is God’s way of revival. 

Is your ear attuned to God’s call to 
draw nigh to him? Is your heart re- 
sponsive to God’s call to intercede for 
revival? In every summer assembly 
this year should there not be large 
groups united in intercession for re- 
vival? In one Bible conference the 
committee is issuing a call for all the 
friends of revival in that area to assem- 
ble for two days of revival prayer. The 
ministers in that section are being urged 
to make July 2 a special day of minis- 
terial prayer for revival. They are bur- 
dened for the needed awakening. It is 
expected that the spirit of prayer will 
eclipse anything known; that it will be 
vibrant with the consciousness of sin, 
the cry for pardon, and the sense of 
personal, family, and congregational 
need. They believe that to bow as usual 
for only a few moments will not avail. 

Under the prompting of the Spirit, 
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prayers offered at a special season of 
unhurried heart-searching will not be 
humdrum prayers. Earnest, importunate 
prayers are needed. God’s people need 
to be broken up and melted down. We 
are too much like unfeeling blocks of 
marble.- We need to be melted to the 
very dust in- humiliation before God. 
The unsatisfactory condition of the 
churches, due to wrong thinking and 
wrong living, needs to be so felt that 
men and women will gather for prayer 
and then shut themselves up alone in 
their closets for private, heart-broken 
confessions of sin. The pressing need 
right now is a torrent of revival prayer 
as from a bursting dam, sweeping every- 
thing before it. God’s time has come to 
bless. Let him find us on our knees 
alone and with others in the public as- 
sembly. Signs of conviction of sin will 
appear with the rise of the spirit of 
united prayer. Let us begin now, and 
continue throughout the summer to pray 
for revival.

Those Cafeterias 
Closed on Sunday 


I used as an illustration in the Junior 
Department of our Sunday school your 
story of the man who started out running 
a hot dog stand six days of the week — 
closing to keep the Sabbath, and whose 
business grew into a chain of the finest 
and most popular cafeterias of the South. 
Some of my teachers questioned this and 
wanted to know if he continued after his 
prosperity to keep the Sabbath. They also 
wanted to know the name of this line of 
cafeterias. I believe it to be true myself, 
but to convince them I’m writing to ask 
you kindly to give me this information. 
—A Texas reader. 

The remarkable illustration of God’s 
blessing upon a man who would not 
work on Sunday was given by Wade C. 
Smith in his article on the lesson en- 
titled “Conserving the Sabbath for Man” 
(Times, January 29, 1938), and it was to 
Mr. Smith that the Texas reader’s in- 
quiry was addressed. While God has 
honored the faith and consecration of 
this man in not keeping his roadside 
stand and cafeterias open on Sunday, yet 
this does not mean that all restaurants 
should necessarily be shut on that day. 
The New Testament teaching on the 
Lord’s Day does not require this, and 
obviously it is often not only a great 
convenience, but a necessity for evan- 
gelists, ministers, missionaries, and 
others to be able to find places where 
they may buy meals on Sunday. Here 
is the story as Mr. Smith gave it in his 
lesson article: 

“About ten years ago, in a Southern 
city, a young fellow out of work bor- 
rowed one hundred dollars and opened 
a hot dog stand. The man from whom 
he borrowed the money loaned it to him 
on the condition that he would not keep 
the stand open on Sunday. He kept his 
pledge. His business grew rapidly, and 
soon it was necessary to move into larger 
quarters. Still it grew. To make a long 
story short, that little six-days-a-week 


hot dog stand has now expanded to six 
other cities, into a chain of the finest 
and most popular cafeterias in the South. 
The investment has reached a huge sum, 
—several millions. These cafeterias 
have become so popular and the crowds 
so great during the regular meal hours 
that it is difficult to find a seat without 
waiting. Recently I was in the latest 
unit added to the chain. There are four 
floors, a cafeteria on each one; it is the 
most modern and up-to-date establish- 
ment of its kind in the country, — beau- 
tiful and satisfying, — a veritable palace 
of ‘good eats’ at the most reasonable 
prices. Closed on Sunday. The Lord 
keeps his covenants. The Sabbath was 
made for man.” 

It almost makes one’s mouth water 


to read Mr. Smith’s description of these 


fine cafeterias, and doubtless many 
readers, especially in the South, will 
be interested to know more about them 
and to read the following reply which 
Mr. Smith wrote to the Sunday school 
worker in Texas: 

“Yes, the owners and operators of the 
chain of ‘the finest and most popular 
cafeterias in the South’ (for there are 
two in the partnership now) still keep 
their establishments closed on Sunday. 
The name is ‘The S & W Cafeteria’ — 
the initials standing for the surnames 
of the two partners. I think they have 
places in six or seven Southern cities 
now, though I have only been in those 
operated at Charlotte (the original one), 
Asheville, and Knoxville. The last 
named is perhaps the latest and most 
modern; it is the one I mentioned being 
in recently —a perfectly beautiful place; 
but the best part about these cafeterias 
(outside of the Sunday closing) is the 
food. It is delicious, and very reason- 
ably priced. These partners are con- 
tinuing to extend their plants; possibly 
they will reach your town in Texas. If 
so, I suggest you try a meal there.”

children, besides six visitors ! They 
were all present at the seventh 
general conference of the Africa Inland 
Mission, representing Congo, Uganda, 
and French Equatorial Africa, and held 
at Rethi, January: 16-23. What a crowd 
as compared to our first conference in 
February, 1925, when there were but 
half the total number in attendance! 
International as well as interdenomina- 
tional, for there were nine countries of 
the world represented. When checked 
up as to states we found fifteen, of 
which three vied with each other for 
the biggest representation, namely, Cali- 
fornia, Illinois, and Pennsylvania, each 
having twelve. Only five missionaries 
were detained, unavoidably, all stations 
but one being represented. Our pere- 
grinations added up to 8400 miles be- 
fore we all were gatherea at Rethi. 
The subject was Revival. “Oh, Lord, 
revive thy work” (Hab. 3:2). And we 
leaned on the promise in Zephaniah 3: 
17, “The Lord thy God in the midst of 
thee is mighty.” The invited speaker 
was the Rev. W. J. Guilding of the 
Africa Inland Mission at Machakos, 
Kenya, accompanied by his wife, who 
traveled 1,600 miles before arrival at 
Rethi. We were glad they were enabled 
to visit many stations and see some of the 
work of the Africa Inland Mission. Their 
missionary car of ancient vintage, and 
bearing a name that has been a house- 
hold name for many years, continued, 
contrary to general expectancy, to re- 
main intact. We not only fully appre- 
ciated their splendid courage in under- 
taking such a long journey to minister 
to us, but recognized in their able min- 
istry the timely message of God to our 
hearts. 


Does This Apply Only to Missionaries? 


The subject, I say, was Revival. We 
arrived feeling that our valves needed 
grinding, the radiator leaked, the tires 
were beyond their guaranteed mileage, 
the spark plugs were dirty, and the 
timing was off. No power when climb- 
ing hills, and the engine would stall at 
the least provocation. A rattling good 
bunch, but, oh, so empty! Hence the 
rattle. We knew only God could fill 
that aching void. 

He did! 

The young people were enjoying each 
other’s fellowship in their Campfire 
Meeting and thrilling to the hush of a 
Presence that seemed new to them. The 
leader writes: “I must say that I had 
not the faith to believe that the Lord 
would work in just the manner that he 
did, but then, ‘My thoughts are not your 
thoughts, neither are your ways my 
ways, saith the Lord.’” Though the 
glowing campfire was abandoned be- 
cause of rain, the fire of cleansing and 
refinement burned its way into young 
hearts, and as they prayed, the burden

of confession was felt. One young man, 
the son of a missionary, was definitely 
led of the Spirit of God to confess that 
he had not been leading a victorious life, 
and in a very humble way asked for 
prayer. Others followed, one little boy 
bursting into tears and crying, “Oh, 
please pray for me!” over and over 
again. “Your sons and your daughters 
shall prophesy [testify],” says Joel, 
“your young men shall see visions.” And 
here God was beginning his great work 
among us, giving these young people a 
vision of themselves and their need, and 
then supplying that need. 

The following day “something hap- 
pened.” God the Holy Spirit swept 
through us like a mighty wind and 
shocked us with a revelation of our 
hearts’ actual condition. Not merely a 
short-lived surge of emotion at its peak; 
nor a superficial experience of passing 
sorrow: this was the strong, quiet, irre- 
sistible crushing of pride and a deep sense 
of sin and spiritual dearth; a past full of 
fruitless effort in the energy of the flesh 
causing us profound shame. Contempt, 
condemnation, criticism, and contention 
were slain by His mighty power, swept 
away by the full force of conviction, 
confession; contrition, and cleansing. As

“A letter came to me recently from a 
Christian government official in Kenya 
concerning the revival in Ruanda, Af- 
rica. Native evangelists are coming 
down from that area to spread the fire 
of their fervor through Kenya and 
Uganda. A little over ten years ago 
Ruanda was in darkness. A senior of- 
ficer in the King’s Regiment, owning 
large estates in England, read into Luke 
12:33 something more than abstract the- 
ology: ‘Sell that ye have, and give 
alms; provide yourselves bags which 
wax not old, a treasure in the heavens 
that faileth not ... for where your 
treasure is, there will your heart be 
also.’ 

“He sold his estates and handed the 
proceeds to the Officers’ Christian Union, 
with the request that work should be 
started in a hitherto unevangelized area 
within a year. The result was the found- 
ing of the Ruanda Mission (affiliated 
with the Church Missionary Society), 
‘and the sending out of its first mission- 
ary, an ex-officer. Now, after a decade 
‘or so, their converts are the revivalists 
of Central Africa. Such is the glory 
of the workings of the Spirit of God.”

The Power of the Gospel in China.— 
Miss Barham ot Chekiang holds meet- 
ings in a wholly unevangelized town of 
8,000 people. One meeting for children 
was called in the large room of the city 
inn. After an hour or so, when the 
meeting was dismissed, “we found a big, 
quiet crowd waiting in the main part 
of the inn. They also had been listen- 
ing. Far into the night we heard the inn- 
keeper’s little girl going over and over 
the verse on her card: ‘But he was 
wounded for our transgressions . , 
bruised for our iniquities ... the chas- 
tisement of our peace was upon him, and 
with his stripes we are healed.’ ” 

Love-the-Doctrine Yang is an interest- 
ing and devout Christian. On his call- 
ing cards he has a cross stamped in red 
with John 3:16 printed at the side of 
it. He is a traveling salesman, and when 
he is asked what the cross means has 
his text right handy, from which he 
preaches Christ. Calling cards are very 
extensively used in China, so that this 
modest ministry has remote ramifica- 
tions. (From Mr. Dunn of Anhwei.) 

Miss Sellon of Anhwei writes: “We, 
in hard, superstitious, immoral Chuyi, 
have witnessed another great idol pro- 
cession at the close of the New Year. 
Once again six of the city’s most im- 
portant gods were taken for the usual 
ride around the city. Preceding the idols 
were heavy firepans of burning incense. 
While the idols and firepans passed 
through the densely crowded streets 
bundles and bundles of incense were 


cast into the pans. Following each of 
the six idols were groups of men alleged 
to have received healing from their spe- 
cial deity. Some wore red capes; others 
yellow, and still others black, — each 
having a headdress to match their 
capes. On the back of these were printed 
the words, ‘Glory to the idols.’” 

One need not doubt that these were 
real healings. Back of the idols are 
demon spirits for, as Paul says, the idol 
is nothing (1 Cor. 10:19). To strengthen 
their hold on their idolatrous followers 
these spirits might well relax, for the 
time being, some bond of sickness. 
Nothing makes men more attached to 
any system than the healing which they 
believe comes from it. This may ex- 
plain healings at Lourdes, by spiritists, 
and by: certain others.

The Chinese of 
The Mississippi Delta 








There are more than two thou- 
sand Chinese living in the towns of 
the delta of the Mississippi River, 
including New Orleans. Southern 
Baptists have undertaken mission 
work among them which is promis- 
ing. Except in New Orleans Chi- 
nese children were not allowed in 
white schools, so a fine boarding 
school has been built at Cleveland, 
Mississippi. The Chinese contrib- 
uted $30,000 of the $35,000 re- 
quired. The leader of the mission 
is a well trained pastor from Canton 
who was originally a Roman Cath- 
olic but converted and educated in 
theology. 











one place he addressed 250 Jews on the 
Lord’s Coming At Nelson a meeting 
was called in a café. Most of the audi- 
ence were keen bridge players. At the 
close many called aloud on Jesus Christ 
to save them. At Bacup he spoke to 
about 6,000 people. 

During the Great War General Frost 
was director of labor in Persia and 
Mesopotamia. Practically the whole of 
the civilized population that labored 
came under his command. At one time, 
when in the army, he used to help an 
Indian pastor who preached in the ba- 
zaar at Simla on Fridays to Moslems. 
An unusual thing for a colonel on the 
staff todo! “Mohammedans believe that 
the Lord Jesus Christ is coming again, 


and I hope by the grace of God to preach 
the Second Coming along the frontier. 
When serving on the staff of the North- 
ern Command at Rawalpindi and Murree 
I lectured at several places on the Re- 
turn of our Lord. Many British officers 
and soldiers, as well as Indians, attended. 
The headman of a certain village vol- 
untarily offered to gather Moslems to 
listen to this message. In 1$30 I retired 
from the army to work in the slums of 
Calcutta. Next year I began work as 
organizing secretary of the Bible 
Churchmen’s Missionary Society, 
preaching all over the United Kingdom. 
In 1936 the Lord called me to preach 
the Advent message more particularly. 
The only hope for the world is this 
Coming. The way to hasten it is to get 
the Gospel into all closed lands. Mar- 
dan on the Northwest frontier of India 
is the location of the Central Asian Mis- 
sion. From this base Afghanistan, Chi- 
nese Turkestan, Tibet, and Kashmir can 
be reached.” 


The Mexico Mission of Mr. and Mrs. 
N. W. Taylor has reached twenty-one 
new regiments and battalions since the 
beginning of 1937. They have met with 
invariable courtesy from the officers. 
One General said after learning Mr. Tay- 
lor’s purpose: “It is too bad that we 
have done nothing for the spiritual and 
moral needs of our men. Can you visit 
all my outposts?” On one occasion the 
colonel offered to distribute the New 
Testaments to the officers while Mr. and 
Mrs. Taylor passed down the ranks of 
the men. “Before I had finished one 
group he came hurrying to me, saying, 
‘I lack one New Testament for a sub- 
lieutenant.’ Another New ‘Testament 
was found and he hurried away in the 
dark, leaving me marveling that a 
colonel should almost run to make sure 
of a Testament for a young officer.” 

About 1,600 soldiers have made pro- 
fession of their faith in Christ in con- 
nection with this work. Mr. Rivera, an 
assistant of the Taylors, was killed in 
a highway accident. The soldiers of a 
near-by camp showed their affection for 
him by cutting a cross out of a tree, 
carving on it his name and R. I. P., 
and setting it up at the place of his 
death. “He was the one who brought 
us the Gospel of Christ.” 

Over 13,000 Gospels and 50,000 tracts 
have been sent by mail to officials in 
various towns, cities, and villages of 
Mexico. The response has been remark- 
able. “For years I have wanted to read 
books such as these, — books that purify 
the mind and feelings,” wrote one. 

“In September I was called to the 
North of Mexico for a series of con- 
ferences in six churches, some of which 
have been established for almost a cen- 
tury and are completely independent. 
There is a spiritual virility about them 
that I wish could be seen in all our 
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congregations. Forty professed conver- 
sion during these meetings. In Tabasco 
where Christians have suffered much 
persecution, five hundred persons are 
awaiting instruction and baptism.” 


Encouragements from tie Mission 
Field.—A small mass movement appears 
to have begun among the Dhed peoples, 
outcasts, whose men are mostly working 
in Bombay as servants and laborers. 
They are now building their own little 
houses of worship, observing Sunday, 
and showing every sign of deep inter- 
est. 

In the Bhil country of Central India 
in 1936 parts of 125 villages in the Rat- 
lam were Christian; now 400 villages are 
almost wholly so. The Christian com- 
munity has rapidly grown from 2,000 to 
30,000. 

Mrs. Margaret Culley of the Manila 
mission of the Association of Baptists 
for Evangelism in the Orient, reports 
forty-eight active Bible clubs meeting 
regularly in and around Manila. These 
clubs are also allowed entrance in 
elementary and high schools. On All 
Saints Day the Institute students of this 
mission, members of the First Baptist 
Church, and girls from the Doane Dor- 
mitory, distributed over 100,000 tracts 
and about 300 Gospels. 

The native church of Formosa has had 
a great awakening. Many preaching 
bands have been organized to speak in 
the open air and on the streets. Church 
members are active. 

In the Cameroons a mass movement is 
in progress, “almost beyond the power 
of the Swiss Mission to deal with it.” 
In Gabon a revival has proceeded since 
last year, new churches are being built 
and more Bibles sold in one year than 
in four preceding ones. The revival 
among the Bolobos on the Congo is 
changing the whole missionary outlook 
there. 

In the organ of the Church of Scotland 
one reads: “In the Gold Coast, the 
smallest of our fields in Africa, the Pres- 
byterian Church has built over two hun- 
dred village schools without help from 
Scotland and raises 20,000 pounds a year 
to pay her village teachers. All we are 
asked to do is to see that the village 
teacher, who is both preacher and dom- 
inie, gets a good college training. ... 
If you had seen mothers and fathers, 
who have never been to school them- 
selves, staggering up the hill with bricks 
and timbers to build a school for their 
children, you would have seen the most 
significant thing in Africa today.” 


The Albigenses of the South of France 
broke away from the Church of Rome 
long before the Reformation, anl;were 
destroyed without mercy for tnis of- 
fense. “Kill all! The Lord will know 
his own !” was the famous and infamous 
order given. Pope Pius the Eleventh 
attributes this great victory of his 
Church to the aid of an innocent Jewish 
maiden and urges his followers to pray 


-to her for the overthrow of contem- 


porary enemies. After urging them to 
ply their rosaries with redoubled zeal 
he says: 

“As the terrible sect of Albigenses was 
overcome by the invocation of Mary, so 
we hope shall be overcome those who, 
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as Communists of today, remind us of 
them by their craftiness and violence.” 


The method of infiltration commended 
by the Council of Trent in a message 
to the Jesuits in Paris, 1551, is quoted 
in Dean Goode’s book, “Rome’s Tactics” 
(pp. 6-12). “There is no better way to 
demolish that heretic church [the 
Church of England] than by mixture of 
doctrines and by adding of ceremonies 
more than be at present permitted. Some 
of you who undertook to be of: this sort 
of heretical episcopal society, bring it as 
near to the Mother Church as you can 
and be a means to reduce all in time 
to the Mother Church.” 

The English Churchman reporting a 
meeting of “the papal wing of the An- 
glo-Catholics” held in Caxton Hall, Lon- 
don, exhibits the successes of this 
method. Those addressing the meeting 
declared Episcopalians to be in schism 
and described the Pope as the divinely 
appointed center of Catholic unity. 
Every reference to the Pope was punc- 
tuated with applause so that a Roman 
Catholic present “rubbed his eyes try- 
ing to recover his breath and wondering 
whether he was in London or Rome.” 
This visitor was told “that we are ex- 





The Difficulties of 


German Missions 








The German Government has 
strictly forbidden the export of cap- 
ital. German Protestant missions 
require 225,000 marks monthly for 
their work abroad, but have never 
been able to obtain permission to 
send the whole amount. They have 
resorted to various devices. Schools 
for teaching languages have been 
moved from the field to Germany, 
and furlough accommodation is of- 
fered to non-Germans as well as Ger- 
man missionaries. But the Govern- 
ment draws the cords ever tighter, 
checks solicitation for mission work, 
and forbids asking for contributions 
from new persons. ‘This is bring- 
ing the German missions into great 
and growing difficulty. 











actly 1,016 clergymen who have, these 
last eight years, subscribed to the faith 
of the Council of Trent and pledged our- 
selves to preach it in our parishes. More- 
over, some 2,000 others are in sympathy 
with our aims, and join us every year 
with their parishioners in a novena for 
the return of the Anglican Church to 
the Papacy.” When they were asked 
why they did not at once join the Ro- 
man Church the Anglo-Catholic spokes- 
man replied that they were preaching 
the faith to half a million people. 

This it is which makes the recent 
conference at Oxford on Church Unity 
an unreal thing for the great body of 
Christians the world over. The German 
State Church has put the matter suc- 
cinctly for them.. In a resolution of the 
tenth of November it said: “We agree 
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that it is the duty of the Reformation 
Churches to foster co-operation among 
the churches. As German Evangelical 
Christians we will carry on this work 
only in absolute loyalty to Reformation 
principles.” 


Brief Notes.—The Rev. Francisco 
Quintanilla, once a lieutenant in Villa’s 
bandit army, is now a Christian mission- 
ary to his own Mexican people... . 
Dr. W. Graham Scroggie is to be the 
minister at Spurgeon’s Tabernacle dur- 
ing the year 1938. . . . Tomorrow is the 
title of a little militant monthly of pro- 
test “against monism in ‘philosophy, 
modernism in theology, evolution in sci- 
ence, and communism in politics” as 
found in present-day American Meth- 
odism. It is edited by Kenneth Corn- 
well. .. . The Turkish government has 
ordered the sale of three hundred 
mosques in Constantinople, leaving 442 
still in use. ... The great archeological 
museum which Mr. Rockefeller has 
given to Jerusalem and endowed at a 
cost of ten millions, has recently been 
opened in the northeast part of the city. 
It already contains stately collections 
of Palestinian antiquities. ... A head- 
quarters for the International Hebrew 
Christian Alliance has been established 
in London, 19 Draycott Place, Chelsea, 
as a memorial to its late president, Sir 
Leon Levison. . .. A Sunday School 
Manual containing a four-year lesson 
scheme, with instructions how to build 
up Sunday schools and how to teach in 
them, has been published by the Rus- 
sian Orthodox Educational and Religious 
Bureau in Paris. It has been made pos- 
sible by a substantial grant from the 
World’s Sunday School Association and 
contains a preface by the Metropolitan 
Eulogius. It is to be used among the 
Russians in exile. ... The Swiss organ- 
ization, “Physician and Pastor,” has re- 
cently held its third annual session. It 
is worth noting that the nerve specialist, 
Dr. Lessler, in his lecture on “Demon- 
ism and Insanity,” especially warned 
against underestimating the powers of 
spiritual darkness. . . . At Mussolini’s 
behest the new avenue leading. to the 
Church of St. Peter and the Vatican has 
been given the name of Via della Con- 
ciliacione (“the Way of Reconciliation”), 
as a memorial of the Lateran agreement 
of 1929 “which brought about peace 
between state and church in Italy.” ..., 
The Irish Free State has formally recog- 
nized Mussolini’s conquest of Ethiopia. 
Home Rule— Rome Rule! Mussolini’s 
conquest is a Catholic conquest, and that 
counterbalances all its iniquities! “They 
are gassing men and women just for 
wanting to be free.” ... The Japan mili- 
tarists have announced their purpose oz 
bringing China to her knees. “They 
have done so,” says Dr. Martin A. Hop- 
kins, “for Chinese Christians are in 
prayer for themselves and Japan.” ... 
For over a year Marshal Feng Yu Hsiang 
has been studying the Scripture daily 
with Pastor Hu, and the latter describes 
him as “a new man.” Feng has com- 
menced to distribute New Testaments to 
his officers. It is to be hoped that his 
period of alienation from Christ, which 
resulted from contacts with Russian 
Sovietism, is ended. 
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A Conference Delegate 
Writes a Letter to Herself

OW often the question is asked, 

“Do summer conferences for young 
people really accomplish anything 
worth while?” Again and again that 
question has been put to me. Of 
course, it is readily admitted that youth 
has a good time up in the mountains 
or down at the seashore, but do they get 
a new vision of Christ and a new outlook 
upon life that materially affects their 
lives as they return to the work-a-day 
world? Frankly, some do not, but just 
as frankly, let us say, otners do. How 
many we shall never know. 

It was only an accident that gave us 
a glimpse of the tremendous influence 
of such a conference upon the life of 
one of our own young people. Marie 
Obernolte attended a young people’s 
conference in California. Seldom is such 
beauty of character and features seen 
in one personality. Marie was one of 
the outstanding delegates of the con- 
ference. She was a sophomore in Junior 
College, and a recognized leader among 
young people. She was eighteen years 
old. 

On the closing day of this conference 
each of the members was asked to write 
a letter to themselves stating what the 
conference had meant to them, and also 
any promises which they had made to 
themselves: or to God. No one else was 
to see the contents of these letters. They 
were to be sealed, put in an envelope 
addressed to themselves and then handed 
to the dean of the conference who was 
to mail them at New Years to the writers 
so that they might see how faithfully 
they had kept their promises. The fol- 
lowing Ietter is the one that Marie wrote 
to herself. Marie was killed in a motor 
accident September 25, and this letter, 
which she had written to herself and 
which was meant for no eyes but her 
own, was read at her funeral. It showed 
what that young people’s conference had 
meant to her and proved such a bless- 
ing that it is being sent forth with the 
earnest prayer that it may influence 
other lives. 


Dear Marie: 

This is just a little reminder of the 
grand time you had both mentally and 
physically during the latter part of Au- 
gust and the first of September at the 
Presbyterian Conference held at the Val- 
ley of the Moon Lodge. Do you remem- 
ber all the promises you made to your- 
self and God? 

Perhaps you have been so busy this 
year at school and met so many new 
friends that you have let these promises 
slip from your memory. 

Remember? You decided that you 
were going to make the best of your 
next year at school in a Christian way. 
You were going to pray for courage to 
face the problems which came to you 
and trust that whichever way they were 
solved, it was God’s will. You were 
going to be kind to every one, especially 
those who are set apart from the rest 
of the people in some trivial way. You 
were going to find something lovable in 
every one with whom you came in con- 
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tact. You made up your mind to do 
everything you could to make your par- 
ents love and trust you. You even de- 
cided to make their lives with you as 
enjoyable as possible by doing little 
things to help them and by curbing your 
temper and tongue. These you decided 
to do with the help of God, and you 
planned to ask his help daily. 

Then you were going to read the Bible 
from cover to cover, study the notes you 
took at conference, memorize and re- 
member Bible verses which might bring 
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you comfort at various times, and stand 
by your belief no matter what the test. 

These are the promises I can remem- 
ber at the present, but these may remind 
you of a few more you made. 

A Christian life is a life of joy, isn’t it? 
I hope you still think so.

Training Bible Translators at a Summer Camp

Evangelization of the World in 

This Generation,” any more. In- 
deed, the generation of zealous leaders 
who burned those words upon the hearts 
of Christian youth throughout America 
is passing from the stage, and the world 
has not been evangelized yet. Tre- 
mendous advances have been made and 
there are few nations where the Gos- 
pel has not been proclaimed in the pre- 
dominating languages, but ethnological 
groups within their confines remain un- 
reached to the number of over a thou- 
sand tribes. Into their languages the 
Bible has never been translated. They 
often live in inaccessible places and 
their very difficult languages, so utterly 
different from English, Greek, or Latin, 
set up a further barrier around them. 
These considerations coupled with the 
smallness of most of the tribes (though 
many exceed a hundred thousand souls 
in number) have resulted in their hav- 
ing been overlooked in the missionary 
program to a great extent. But there 
they are: 50 tribes and more in Mexico, 
400 in South America, 300 (some esti- 
mate a thousand) in Africa, 100 in the 
Union of Socialist Soviet Republics, 50 
in China, 250 elsewhere in Asia, and 
others in Oceania, Central America, and 
even in Canada and the United States. 
Some of these figures are merely rough 
estimates, but it is underestimating the 
total to say that there are a thousand 
tribes without any portion of God’s Word. 
What are we going to do about it? 
What did Christ say about it? Our 
marching orders read: “Go ye into ALL 
the world, and preach the gospel to 
EVERY creature” (Mark 16:15). From 
Revelation 7:9 we find that this is going 
to be done, for John beheld “a great 
multitude, which no man could number, 
of all nations, and kindreds, and people, 
and TONGUES.” Very evidently the 
Gospel is going to be proclaimed in 
every language some day, but WHEN? 
Is it possible to evangelize the world 
in THIS generation? The last gener- 
ation, more zealous for missions than 
our own, did not accomplish it. Can we 
hope to do it? After nearly twenty-one 
years in missionary endeavor, my an- 
swer is unequivocally, “Yes,” if our or- 
thodox Christian leaders really take the 


QO): seldom hears the slogan, “The 


matter to heart,.and if greater emphasis 
is placed upon the work of Bible trans- 
lation for the unreached. 

Souls are born again through the Word 
of God (1 Pet. 1:23). Most early con- 
gregations out on the mission field date 
back to the arrival of a Bible or a Tes- 
tament in the community. It is the 
Word that dispels the darkness of heath- 
enism. It is through the Word that 
young converts grow in strength and 
holiness. It is through the Word that 
the native church develops spiritual 
leaders from her own ranks. Even 
though missionaries were to go to a 
tribe and win converts through the 
spoken message, if they did not leave 
the Word behind them their work would 
soon crumble when they left. Experi- 
ence has proved, however, that a work 
founded upon the Bible is abiding no 
matter what trials may assail it. It is 
absolutely essential then that the Bible, 
or as much of the Bible as possible, be 
translated into the thousand languages 
that have not yet received it. 

Is it conceivable that the Scriptures 
can be translated into a thousand lan- 
guages in one, THIS, generation? That 
is as many languages as have received 
the. Bible or portions of-it throughout 
the entire history of the Church. If it 
took fifty generations to translate the 
Word into a thousand tongues, how can 
a single generation expect to duplicate 
the feat, yes, more than duplicate it, for 
those languages were often written and 
possessed a literature and _ scholars, 
whereas these have neither and they 
generally have not been reduced to 
writing. Nevertheless, I repeat, it can 
be done. If the Church can be con- 
vinced of the possibility of finishing her 
task with one last major drive, she will 
do it. There is nothing quite so weaken- 
ing as despair. “Oh, yes,” you reply, 
“for God all things are possible, but 
the last generation had more faith than 
we do in the triumph of the missionary 
cause, and yet they did not accomplish 
their objective. How can we dare to 
hope that the Bible will be placed within 
reach of a thousand more tribes when 
many mission boards find it hard just to 
take care of the work already estab- 
lished?” : 

My answer to such a question would 
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be twofold as far as the management 
of the missionary enterprise itself is 
concerned. First, do not be so concerned 
about “taking care” of the work already 
established. Get the converts accus- 
tomed to feeding upon the Word instead 
of depending on missionaries, and then 
move on to “the regions beyond” (2 
Cor. 10:16). Secondly, develop linguistic 
missionaries who will specialize on the 
tough linguistic problem, reducing the 
primitive languages to writing, formu- 
lating dictionaries and grammars to 
facilitate the task for dther workers, and 
above all, translating the Word so that 
the native church may be founded on 
the Book. We have recognized the need 
of specialists in other lines of mission- 
ary endeavor and have prepared evan- 
gelistic missionaries, medical mission- 
aries, and educational missionaries. To 
each one we give specialized training 
and assign him to his own special task, 
but we have left the most basic task 
of all, the linguistic task, which is quite 
as needy of specialized training as is the 
medical, to be handled in a haphazard 
fashion. Occasionally a man specially 
gifted of God has concentrated his efforts 
on this problem in one or more lan- 
guages. It is said that William Carey 
was instrumental in putting the Word 
into thirty-five different languages. We 
are all aware of what tremendous im- 
petus that gave the cause of missions in 
India. He, however, was a self-trained 
linguist. In fact, there are few places 
in the world where a would-be mis- 
sionary linguist can receive linguistic 
training of the type necessary for re- 
ducing a “primitive” language to writ- 
ing and translating the Bible into it. 

Since 1935 the Pioneer Mission Agency 
(506 Commonwealth Building, Twelfth 
and Chestnut Streets, Philadelphia) has 
sponsored a summer linguistic institute 
out in the Ozark hills of Arkansas dedi- 
cated to this very problem. It is called 
Camp Wycliffe, in honor of the first 
translator of the English Bible, and is 
at the service of all evangelical mission 
boards who wish to send out recruits 
for pioneer work. It offers a short course 
of six weeks’ duration for seminary or 
Bible school students who consider be- 
coming pioneer missionaries but who 
have to be through in time to return 
to their respective Bible schools in Sep- 
tember. For men (some young women 
will also be accepted) who have finished 
their academic and Bible preparation 
and feel definitely called to pioneer 
work, a longer and more technical 
course is offered which lasts from July 
15 to October 8. In both courses, the 
student is trained in how to go about 
learning an unwritten language, how to 
hear, classify, record, and reproduce all 
types of speech sounds, how to/ciscover 
and analyze the grammatical furms of 
a primitive language, how to go about 
translating the Word into it, and how 
to teach the people by the psycho- 
phonetic method to read it in a very 
short time. A course in the ethnology 
of primitive peoples is also given to 
both groups. The short course should 
be followed another summer by the long 
course before the student goes out to his 
field. 

Students from Camp Wycliffe are now 
found in six countries on three conti- 
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nents with several different boards and 
studying over a dozen different lan- 
guages. Several of them have learned 
the languages of their respective tribes 
sufficiently well to tell the story of Cal- 
vary after six months of study. .With 
specialized training and by concentrat- 
ing their efforts on the translation prob- 
lem, most of them will produce a trans- 
lation of one or more of the Gospels 
within five years’ time. Naturally, these 
translations will not be literary master- 
pieces, for such could be made only after 
many, many years of study, but they 
will open up the truths of Holy Writ 
to the long neglected tribes. It has been 
found that the task is far from impos- 
sible. Indeed, a thousand consecrated 
young people with this training and 
backed by a newly awakened Church 
could place the Word of God within the 
reach of every tribe on earth in this gen- 
eration.

White- 
haired Deacon Gregg smiled down into 
the eager eyes of the young councilor 
of the girls’ missionary society who -had 
accosted him. 

“Now let’s see. Is this the same camp 
that some of our girls attended last 
year?” 

“Yes. Jean and Helen and Iris all 
went, and they are eager to go again. 
But we would like to send a delegation 
from the Guild, too, and I wondered if 
the church would not help us?” 

“Well, now,” the senior deacon medi- 
tated. “If you think it would do for 
them what it seems to have done for 
Jean and the others, I rather believe 
that’s a good investment. Those three 
girls have certainly forged ahead in the 
life of the church this past winter. 
They’ve started the young people at- 
tending our prayer meeting; they come 
faithfully to the evening as well as the 
morning church service; and my wife 
tells me Jean has taken over the task 
of helping her with the Beginners De- 
partment. I notice they’re all active, 
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too, in the Christian Endeavor Society, 
and seem. to be growing into real leaders.

The Bethlehem Star 


OD is giving many corroborations of 

Bible history in these last days. 
Archeology has silenced critics of the 
Bible many times, and is still doing so. 
Now comes an astronomer’s significant 
comment on the star of Bethlehem. Dr. 
Knut Lundmark, Professor of Astron- 
omy in the University of Lund, Sweden, 
lectured in Philadelphia last month be- 
fore a joint meeting of the Franklin 
Institute and the Rittenhouse Astronom- 
ical Society, and told of a discovery he 
had made as he was going through 
translations of Chinese records on ob- 
servations of the skies. The Philadel- 
phia Record says: “He came upon a 
brief reference to a ‘stranger star’ that 
suddenly blazed forth like the flame 
from a dragon’s mouth, and then died 
down to obscurity seventy days later.” 
Comparing the note with other Chinese 
references, Dr. Lundmark identified this 
star as a nova, or exploding star, and 
the date as 5 B. C. He says he believes 
that this “stranger star” was probably 
the same one that was seen over Beth- 
lehem, which brought wise men from 
the East to see the Child. It is well 
known that 5 B. C. has long been ac- 
cepted by many conservative Bible stu- 
dents as the date of our Lord’s human 
birth, this date being accounted for by 
an error in the Julian and the Gregorian 
Calendars, by which dates have been 
reckoned during the Christian era. Dr. 
Lundmark described a “nova” as an ob- 
scure star that suddenly sends cff blaz- 
ing shells of gas, which increases its 
brightness as much as 100,000 times, this 
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glory usually lasting only a few days or 
weeks. Whether this ancient Chinese 
astronomical record and Dr. Lundmark’s 
conclusion are related to the star of 
Bethlehem one dare not say, but the 
scientist’s discovery and opinion are of 
great interest. It is not suggested how 
this particular “nova” may be related to 
the fact that the star which the wise 
men saw in the East “went before them, 
till it came and stood over where the 
young child was.” A detail of that sort 
is a simple matter for our sovereign God 
and Creator to handle. That God uses 
natural phenomena for his own purposes 
in a miraculous way is declared in the 
Bible, as when he “caused the sea to go 
back by a strong east -wind all that 
night” (Exod. 14:21) in order to deliver 
Israel. And God has given us, for the 
dark days in which we live, his “sure 
word of prophecy; whereunto ye do well 
that ye take heed, as _unto a light that 
shineth in a dark place, until the day 
dawn, and the day star arise in your 
hearts” (2 Pet. 1:19). 


The Weakest Man | Ever Knew

FEW years ago a Filipino fought a 

losing fight against tuberculosis as 
he lay, with many others, in the Santol 
Tuberculosis Sanatorium in Manila. For 
several months he had been steadily de- 
clining, as the disease, which is so prev- 
alent in the Philippines, ravaged his 
body. But his days were not so terrible, 
and so hopeless, and so monotonous as 
those of some of the other patients, for 
he knew the Lord Jesus Christ as his 
Saviour, and he had been led into a 
fuller assurance of faith in Him through 
the weekly visits of missionaries. 

For the last month of his life he was 
in extreme physical weakness, unable to 
do anything for himself. One of the 
bright spots in the dark days of suffer- 
ing was the visits of the missionary. He 
was unable to speak above a whisper, 
and even that was an effort, but his face 
would light up with smiles and radiant 
joy as the Word of God was read to him 
and as heads were bowed in brief 
prayer. 

Nearly every week at the close of 
these visits he would indicate that he 
wished to say something. As the mis- 
sionary leaned over him, he would hear 
these words, brgathed out with great 
effort, “When I am weak, then am I 
strong.” In utter physical exhaustion he 
was indeed “strong in faith, giving glory 
to God,” and as the outward man per- 
ished, the inward man was renewed day 
by day. With James Duffill, the author 
of the hymn, “My Jesus, I love Thee,” 
he could truly say: 





Tll love Thee in life, I will love Thee in 
death, 

And praise Thee as long as Thou lendest 
me breath; 

And say, when the death-dew lies cold 
on my brow, 

“If ever I loved Thee, my Jesus, ‘tis 
now !”:

Approach to the Lesson 


O ONE can be at his best for God 
N who is careless as to his personai 
habits. Temperance, which is 
really self-control, is included in the 
fruit of the Spirit in Galatians 5:22, 23, 
and is indicated as an evidence of 
growth in grace in 2 Peter 1:5-7. In 
the Old Testament we read, “Be ye 
clean, that bear the vessels of the Lord” 
(Isa. 52:11). The command of Moses 
to the armies of Israel is most sug- 
gestive. “When the host goeth forth 
against thine enemies, then keey thee 
from every wicked thing” (Deut. 23:9). 
Daniel and his three friends, and 
Paul, the apostle, are striking examples 
of men who would not risk the ruin of 
their testimony by self-indulgence or 
pandering to “fleshly lusts, which war 
against the soul” (1 Pet. 2:11). Chris- 
tians cannot afford to be careless as to 
these matters. The body is the Lord’s. 
It is the temple in which the Holy 
Spirit dwells. To defile it by any form 
of unclean living is to dishonor God 
and to render one powerless in the 
hour of stress. 


Moreover, as disciples of Christ we 
are to consider what effect our habits 
may have on others. Where love rules, 
I will not indulge in things, even 
though uncondemned by my own con- 
science, which are likely to cause 
weaker brethren to stumble (Rom. 14). 
To excuse the use of liquor as a bev- 
erage as some attempt to do, on the 
ground that it does me no harm, is 
inconsistent if one’s example is encour- 
aging others to do what may result in 
their moral and physical ruin (1 Cor. 
8: 10-13). 


The Historical Setting 


Daniel and his friends were carried 
into captivity when the Chaldeans 
overran Palestine in the days of King 
Jehoiakim, about 603 B. C. They were 
evidently very young at the time and 
were but youths when they took the 
courageous stand of this lesson. 

Paul wrote to the Corinthians some- 
where about A. D. 54, from Macedonia, 
where he was then laboring. 


Verse by Verse 


Daniel 1:8.—“‘Purposed in his heart.” 
Though a captive in a strange land, 
Daniel sought to act as before God. He 
determined in his heart not to defile 
himself with the food and drink which 


were definitely linked with idolatrous 
rites, and prepared contrary to the 
instruction of the law of God. 

Verse 9.—“Favour and tender love.” 
The grace of the new life was so mani- 
fested in this youth that the official who 
had charge of him became deeply at- 
tached to him, through the favor of God 
(Prov. 16:7). 

True piety does not make one unat- 
tractive, but the very opposite. 


Verse 10.—“I fear my lord the king.” 
Ashpenaz found himself in a difficult po- 
sition. He desired to favor Daniel and 
his three companions, but the king’s or- 
ders were imperative, and an Oriental 
despot would not readily forgive disobe- 
dience to his commands. Nebuchadnez- 
zar had definitely directed Ashpenaz, the 
master of these slave lads, as to the fare 
they were to have (vs. 3-5). 


Verses 11, 12.—“Prove thy servants.” 
Ashpenaz had given the lads into the 
care of Melzar, so Daniel ventured to 
plead with him, to be at least allowed 
to try out a clean, vegetable diet for ten 
days, before deciding against it. 

Verse 13.—“‘As thou seest, deal.” This 
was a very fair test, and Daniel was 
content to abide by it, for he felt certain 
the simple food he had suggested would 
be far better than the wine and highly 
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seasoned dishes prepared in the royal 
kitchens. 

Verse 14.—“‘He consented.” Daniel’s 
request was not unreasonable, and Mel- 
zar recognized this, so agreed to the 
test. 

Verse 15.—“Fairer and fatter”’ The 
expiration of the ten-day period proved 
that Daniel was right, for the four faith- 
ful youths were in better physical con- 
dition because of the temperate eating 
and drinking than were those who in- 
dulged their appetites. 

Verse 16.—“Melzar gave them 
pulse.” The chamberlain was now quite 
willing to accede to their request. Pulse 
is a leguminous vegetable belonging to 
the same family as our peas and beans. 

Verse 19.—They “stood ... before the 
king.” The intervening verses, 17 and 
18, tell us how God honored the young 
men because of their faithfulness. He 
has declared, “Them that honour me I 
will honour.” 

Verse 20.—‘Ten times better.” Orien- 
tal courts were thronged with charlatans 
of all descriptions: soothsayers, astrol- 
ogers, necromancers, and such like. But 
the sanity and wisdom of these spirit- 
ually-minded men put them in a class 
by themselves. 

1 Corinthians 9:24—The race and the 
prize. Paul here likens the Christian 
life to a race course. The prize is not 
salvation, but reward at the judgment 
seat of Christ. To run so as to obtain 
it is to be controlled by the Word of God. 

Verse 25.—An incorruptible crown. In 
athletic circles the contestants are tem- 
perate and careful as to self-indulgence 
because they want to be at their best, 
so as to win out when the field day 
comes. Christians may learn a great 
lesson from this as they strive for an 
incorruptible reward. 

Verse 26.—‘Not as uncertainly.” Paul 
was not fearful lest he lose his soul. 
But he was careful to behave himself 
so that he might not miss his reward. 

Verse 27.—“‘A castaway.” The word 
means “disapproved.” He refused to 
give rein to physical appetites that 
would hinder his effectiveness as a serv- 
ant of Christ, lest he be disapproved and 
set to one side.

that would lower the tone of his spiritual 
life, or to hinder physical efficiency. 

We need to remember that in neither 
of these Scriptures is the Holy Spirit 
dealing with the question of salvation. 
Men are not justified before God by self- 
restraint or careful habits, important as 
they are, but solely by turning to God 
as repentant sinners and trusting Christ 
But he who is thus regenerated 
is to remember that the body is for the 
Lord and the Lord for the body (1 Cor. 
6:13). 


Special Lesson Topics and Truths 


Personal Efficiency. In the world we 
hear much today of efficiency experts. 
Men realize that if a workman, a clerk, 
a professional man, or an executive is 
to be at his best, he must eschew many 
things that others indulge in who think 
only of momentary pleasure and sensual 
gratification. The man to be trusted is 
the man who rules himself and holds 
all his appetites in subjection. In spir- 
itual things the same rule applies. He 
who purposeth in his heart that he will 
not “defile himself,” but yields to the 
control of the Holy Spirit, is the one who 
will be most used of God on earth, and 
some day will “stand before the King” 
to be rewarded in the day of manifesta- 
tion. 


To be approved of Christ means far 
more than simply to be a Christian. 
There are many real believers whose 
works will be burned up and who shall 
suffer loss at the judgment seat of Christ 
(1 Cor. 3:13-15). That such might not 
be his case, Paul refused to allow any- 
thing to come between his soul and his 
devotion to his Lord. He was not afraid 
he might be lost at last. But he was de- 
termined that he would not lose his 
reward (see 2 John 8). 


Practical and Personal Applications 


If habit has become too strong for us 
to overcome, have we turned to Christ 
who saves not only from sin’s guilt but 
from its power? 

If a Christian, am I forgetting that I 
am called to holiness, or am I excusing 
sinful indulgences from which I ought 
to be delivered? 


Have we really purposed in our hearts 
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not to be defiled, but to yield ourselves 
to God to be wholly under his control? 


Did you ever know of anyone losing 
out by careful living and abstaining 
from strong drink? 

Christ came to save his people from 
their sins, not in them. Have you proved 
his saving power in your own life? 


Is our example an encouragement to 
others to come to Christ, or do we hin- 
der our oral testimony by some unclean 
habit which turns people from us? 


Do we allow ourselves to indulge in 
things that our own consciences con- 
demn? If so, how can we expect to be 
a blessing to others?

move through their stories. 

I read these magazines to keep myself 
in touch with modern trends, even 
though I am not much pleased with the 
trends. When you teach men who are 
living in the 1930’s you must not tarry 
far behind. 

I wrote to the editors of two large- 
selling. weekly magazines, “Don’t you 
have available authors who have in their 
heads noble men and women? Your 
heroes and heroines, for the most part, 
are men and women no high grade fam- 
ily would want sons and daughters to 
marry. Your writers ply their charac- 
ters and the visitors with drink, and pic- 
ture them as more or less loose livers, 
tipplers, gamblers, and ‘hang-overs.’” 

Happily the picture these writers paint 
is not true of the American people as a 
whole. We have millions who do not 
defile themselves with wine. You will 
find them in the swivel chairs and in 
the cages of banks and offices. They 
are driving our trains, making our ma- 
chines and fabrics, occupying the im- 
portant places in the land. 

It is the newspaper reporter turned 
author who has the complex that high 
grade young men and women dance to 
the music of the cocktail shaker. 


“Pulse.”—Melzar ... gave them pulse 
(v. 16). Bean soup? If you ever have a 
genuine Smithfield Virginia Ham, don’t 
throw away the shank bone. Get some 
black beans, if you can, and make black 
bean soup. You will not wonder Nebu- 
chadnezzar, the king, found his “pulse” 
fed boys ten times better. That is, if 
“pulse” was something on the order of 
this bean soup. 

Oh, yes, a nice shin bone and little 
white navy beans make a fine soup, but 
the black bean soup, mentioned, takes 
you to the gastronomic stratosphere ! 

When we married and started our 
home at El Nidito, chops, steaks, and 
fried chicken put a strain upon the bud- 
get. So we kept more or less to “pulse.” 
My native Scotch friends talk eloquently 
of oatmeal. It was their “pulse,” I 
reckon. 

Our “pulse” in summer was fried to- 
matoes, fried eggplant, corn-fritters, and 
garden sass. And in winter bean soup, 
boiled cabbage, fried mush, canned corn, 
scrapple (with a fine roast on Sunday). 

Yes, levity aside, I wonder if some of 
us would not move up into the Daniel 
class if we would do some cutting out 
of meats and tea and coffee and stick 
more to vegetables and aqua pura. 

When a boy at college gets on the 
varsity team and sits at the training 
table the bill-of-fare is nothing like the 
“King’s Table’ —or like that at home 
at Thanksgiving, Christmas, or “when 
we have company.” Hurrah for the 
“pulse”! (Rom. 14: 21.) 


The Cutters Out.—Every man that 
striveth for the mastery is temperate 
(1 Cor. 9:25). You have just read what 
was said about the training table at 
the colleges. These young ball players 
and athletes are those who are out for 
“mastery.” Temperance is an important 
part of the price which must be paid 
for any “mastery.” 

It is not only on diamond, gridiron, or 
track that temperance counts big, but it 
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counts just as big in the classroom. When 
you look into the careers of men in the 
high places you are struck by how many 
of these successes have had to work 
their way through college. 

They had to cut things out on their 
“training table” of strict necessities. Not 
much of fraternities for them. No gay 
parties. Nothing but the “buckle down” 
to get through on the small income (1 
Cor. 9:24; Phil. 3:14). 

I have told you before that one of 
the officials of a great corporation, with 
20,000 employees, said to me one day, 
“We are constantly taking on young 
men. Our preference, other things be- 
ing equal, is for those who have had to 
work their way through college.” 

“Why these rather than the ‘Dad-pays’ 
boys?” I asked.

Beginning: Crowns. 
Discussion: Does the world offer any 


rewards of permanent value? If so, wHat 
are they? 

Objective: Going in for the fadeless 
crown. 











AY, fellows, two kinds of crowns are 

J up for consideration today — corrupt- 
ible and incorruptible. Many a boy and 
man has struggled for a _ corruptible 
crown. Paul may have had in mind the 
laurel wreath with which a victor in 
the Corinthian arena was crowned when 
he had won a race or a combat. A laurei 
wreath is not supposed to stay fresh 
and green very long, but soon fades, 
turns brittle, and shatters. Evén though 
it is only a symbol of victory, tue vic- 
tory itself is soon forgotten, as it is 
superseded by the success of another. 
There were also money prizes and there 
were medals, as we have today, but 
they also were of transient value. I 
recall that at school I won three gold 
medals. I was proud of them, and the 
members of my family were proud of 
. them; I wore them on the lapel of my 
“Sunday coat.” But I do not know where 
they are now. Lost and forgotten. 

I am sure that Paul does not mean 


these are the 
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that it is wrong to engage in an ath- 
letic contest for a trophy. He is calling 
attention to the fact that only one con- 
testant can win first prize, while the 
others who struggle must lose; and the 
value of the trophy itself is of brief 
duration. Not only that, but in most 
cases prize money is ill-spent and brings 
the “lucky” owner into difficulties he 
never knew before. It is a corruptible 
crown, and Paul contrasts it with the 
incorruptible crown which you and I 
may strive for—and which all contes- 
tants can obtain if they observe the rule 
of victory. 

The incorruptible crown is one that 
does not fade, but keeps its beauty and 
value through time and eternity. Three 
terms are used in: the Bible to describe 
incorruptible crowns. In 2 Timothy 4:8 
we read of “a crown of righteousness”; 
in James 1:12 of a “crown of life”; in 1 
Peter 5:4 of “a crown of glory that 
fadeth not away.” Look at those verses; 
they are very beautiful. Here are crowns 
for which you can afford to invest every- 
thing you have, in order to gain them. 
And because of the atoning death of 
Jesus Christ our Saviour, and his prom- 
ise to see you through, you can say, 
like Paul: “I therefore so run, not 
as uncertainly; so fight I, not as one that 
beateth the air.” 

There are two other significant state- 
ments about crowns, in the Book of Rev- 
elation —the last book in the Bible: 
“Behold, I come quickly: hold that fast 
which thou hast, that no man take thy 
crown” (Rev. 3:11); “The four and 
twenty elders fall down before him that 
sat on the throne, and worship him that 
liveth for ever and ever, and cast their 
crowns before the throne” (Rev. 4:10). 

Guard your crown, fellows. Paul says: 
“Every man that striveth for the mas- 
tery is temperate in all things’ — even 
a prize fighter does that to win a cor- 
ruptible crown. How much more you, 
God’s servant, whose body is a temple 
of the Holy Ghost, should guard the 
sanctity of that body! A crown must 
rest on top; keep the body under. And 
one glad day you will have the great 
joy of casting your crown, pure and un- 
corrupted, before the feet of the Lord 
Jesus, whose you are and whom you 
serve.

I* YOU were a king, what kind of 
servants would you like to have? 
Poor, thin, trembling, pale people, or 
plump, steady, rosy-cheeked, happy 
ones? Why, of course, you’d like the 
latter kind. Anybody would. It is just 
plain common sense. 

All over the world, there are people 
who are putting things in their mouths 
that make their eyes bleary and weak, 
that make them say foolish things, that 
make their legs so shaky they can’t walk

But Dan- 
iel and his three friends had been taught 
well, and so they asked the king to let 
them try their plain greens and water, 
and see if they didn’t look as well after 
a few days as the others. And at the 
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end of the time, they were fairer and 
better looking than anyone else. 

It wasn’t just the wine, it was the 
rich food that harmed them. I know 
some children that want candy and des- 
serts and nothing else. Do they like 
spinach and vegetables? ‘They do not. 
And do you know that I can tell when 
I look at those poor foolish children just 
what is the matter with them? Of course. 

Now why am I talking to you about 
these things in Sunday school? For just 
one reason — Your bodies are the Lord’s, 
the temples of the Holy Spirit, and you 
have no right to abuse them. It is your 
business to eat and drink the things 
that will make your body strong and 
well and able to do your work. Our 
Memory Verse today tells the whole 
story, “Whether therefore ye eat, or 
drink, or whatsoever ye do, do all to 
the glory of God.”

How the Lesson is Taught This Week 
Goal.—To establish habits that produce 
personal efficiency. 

Activity.—Outline the story on _ the 
blackboard as verses are read. 

Memory Verse.—‘‘Daniel purposed in 
his heart that he would not defile him- 
self” (Dan. 1:8a). 











IRLS, have you known anyone who 

had the courage to stand firmly for 
Christian ideals in spite of temptation 
and persecution? Today we meet a man 
who dared to be different from other 
people, and yet who won favor with 
even the king. 


Historical background.—One of the 
girls may report on the events related 
in Daniel 1:1, 2; 2 Kings 24:1; 2 Chron- 
icles 36:5-7. Locate Babylon and Jeru- 
salem on the class map. 

Daniel’s background.—Another girl 
may report from Daniel 1:3, 4 on Daniel 
and his three friends. From which social 
class did these young men come? See 
Isaiah 39:5-7. What other Jewish men 
“stood before” Gentile kings? See Gene- 
sis 41:46; Acts 7:21, 22. 


Nebuchadnezzar’s plan.—What provi- 
sions were made for the care of these 
young Jews? (Dan. 1:5-7.) 


Daniel’s purpose.—(Read verses 8-14 
in the lesson text.) What were the two 
choices faced by Daniel and his friends? 
(1) A king’s command, (2) Royal food, 
(3) Public opinion; OR: (1) God’s com- 
mand, (2) Healthy bodies, (3) Lives of 
consecrated service. To the four loyal 
Jews there seemed to be only one choice. 
The meat and wine used by the king 
had been offered to the idols of stone 
and wood worshiped by the Chaldeans, 
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and the Jewish people had been forbid- 
den to eat such foods (Deut. 32:38). Also, 
the Jews were very strict about the 
preparation of their foods (Deut. 14:3). 
Therefore, because these things would 
injure their health and efficiency, these 
four lads determined that they would 
not defile themselves with that which 
God had forbidden. Though everybody 
else indulged, these boys stood firmly 
for God and the right. Find the record 
of some other young men who were 
true to their purpose (Jer. 35:6). 


Result.—(Vs. 15, 19, 20.) In what two 
respects did the four Jews excel? (1) 
They appeared healthier and better 
looking than their associates; (2) They 
were ten times more intelligent. 

Dare to be a Daniel, 
Dare to stand alone ! 
Dare to have a purpose firm! 
Dare to make it known! 
—P. P. Bliss. 

Find 1 Corinthians 3:17 and see what 
a tremendous value God places upon 
our bodies. (Discuss this verse in the 
light of Isaiah 52:11 and 2 Timothy 2: 
21.) Using the story of Daniel as an 
example for our own lives, what two 
worthy goals might we set for ourselves? 
(1) Clean, wholesome bodies; (2) Clear, 
alert minds. Our other lesson text tells 
how we may attain our goals. Read 1 
Corinthians 9:24-27 and discuss the fol- 
lowing points: 

1. In Hebrews 12:1, 2 we find three sug- 
gestions for our success. Name them. 
(1) Lay aside the weights and sins of 
our lives; (2) Be patient (see Gal. 6:9); 
(3) “Turn your eyes upon Jesus.” 

2. What are some of the problems that 
face a surrendered Christian? (Eph. 6: 
12.) What prize is offered to those who 
endure these trials? (Jas. 1: 12.) 


3. Girls, let each one of us purpose 
in our hearts to let the Lord control 
the appetites and desires of our bodies 
that we may not “live after the flesh,” 
but “after the Spirit.” (See. Gal. 6:8.) 
Help the girls to understand the expres- 
sions. 


Frequently young people face tempta- 
tions that seem difficult to resist. Did 
you know inat it is not the temptation, 
but your own choice that counts? (1 Cor. 
10:13.) You can stand firmly for God 
regardless of the enticing advertisements 
on billboards, in shops, and magazines; 
and in spite of all the alluring invita- 
tions of associates to indulge in drink- 
ing, smoking, or pastimes that injure the 
body. 

Look at some of the lies Satan presents 
(Eph. 4:145: (1) “These allurements 
make one feel good.” Girls, how can 
they do so? Where is the attraction in 
doing something that will fill the body 
with poison; cause speech and actions 
to become coarse and unrefined; lower 
your mental efficiency until you cannot 
think clearly; and impair your physical 
capacity untii your body cannot function 
properly? (2) “Everybody does these 
things.” That alibi is absolutely untrue. 
How could an intelligent, well-man- 
nered person consent to such crudeness? 
How could one who knows and loves the 
Lord Jesus “enjoy the pleasures of sin 
[even] for a season”? (Heb. 11: 25.) 

Girls, “if sinners entice thee, consent 
... not” (Prov. 1:10). Either change 
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your companions, or stand alone. Re- 
member, you are not alone when you 
have Christ as Saviour and Lord of your 
life (Matt. 28:20b). Let us repeat the 
Memory Verse and make Daniel’s pur- 
pose our own. (Several of the girls 
may offer short prayers.) 

Next week we shall learn about a 
woman who presented a very choice gift 
to the Lord Jesus. What is the loveliest 
gift you can present to him? Memorize 
1 John 4: 18a.

N MR. HOWARD’S “Platform” talk of 

December 18, 1937, he pointed out that 
the disciples were to learn what the 
Lord meant by the greatness of service, 
— not position, not titles. “Can you think 
today of any title that you would rather 
have than any other? ... Let me make 
one suggestion for a title that every true 
Christian can have, and in which he 
would rejoice ...SS.G.... It means 
Sinner Saved by Grace.

Nuggets for Your 
Temperance Teaching 


Compiled by Grace Clifford Howard 
Research Secretary of the 
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Excessive Nicotine and Alcoholism 
Productive of Stomach Ulcer.—The 
growth of stomach ulcer is favored by 
a hyperacid condition, produced by ex- 
cessive nicotine in the stomach and’ by 
alcoholism, says Dr. Sims Gage of Tulane 
University (New Orleans). Either smok- 
ing or chewing tobacco can produce this 

condition. The stomach tissues must be- 

come susceptible as well as a constitu- 
tional predisposition being present for 
the development of chronic peptic ulcer, 
one cause of which susceptibility may be 
the hyperacid condition resulting from 
too much nicotine or alcohol. Twice as 
many men as women are reported to 
be victims of stomach ulcer. 

“Several noted doctors demand that 
ulcer victims stop smoking before they 
will accept them as patients,” Dr. Gage 
says. 


Does the Bootlegger Still Exist?— 
Many people hold the idea that the boot- 
legger disappeared with Repeal, yet rec- 
ords show that for the fiscal year of 
~1937, 29,476 bootleggers and producers of 
illegal liquor were arrested by Federal 
authorities who seized 16,141 illicit stills, 
—an increase of 512 over the year be- 
fore, — and property valued at $3,977,179. 
Why does this condition exist? It’s all 
a matter of dollars and cents. Accord- 
ing to Anthony Robbins, State Investi- 
gator for Beverage Control, New Jersey, 
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it costs about a dollar a gallon to pro- 
duce bootleg liquor while the distillers 
can make it for approximately 30 cents. 
But, —and here is what gives stimula- 
tion to the bootlegging trade, — the dis- 
tiller, in order to cover taxes and make 
a profit, has to sell his product for $5 
a gallon. No one knows, of course, just 
how much bootleg liquor is being sold, 
but Mr. Robbins estimates that, in New 
Jersey, 20 per cent of the liquor con- 
sumed is bootleg. 


Substitute for Alcohol Used as Energy 
Food.—Many physicians are disputing 
the claim that alcohol is a valuable en- 
ergy food in illness by substituting for 
it either glucose or barley sugar. Eight 
grams of alcohol and 15 grams of glu- 
cose yield an equal number of calories. 
With glucose, there is no limit to the 
amount that can be given, for which 
reason its use in emergencies is prefer- 
able to the use of alcohol. 


Young People Promoting Total Absti- 
nence.—At the recent International Con- 
gress Against Alcoholism held in War- 
saw, Poland, greetings from the youth 
of many parts of Europe were brought 
to the conference by a bicycle brigade. 
From as far north as within the Arctic 
Circle, the first bicycle relay started 
from Kami, Finland; from a part of 
Sweden almost within the Circle another 
relay set forth.

The 
messages were delivered in English, 
French, German, and Polish. The bur- 
den of these youth discussions during 
the conference was to promote organ- 
ized effort on the part of the temperance 
youth of the world in building up senti- 
ment for total abstinence with particular 
emphasis on alcohol education. 


Great Britain’s Drink Bill—According 
to the British Temperance Advocate, 
November-December, 1937, Great Brit- 
ain’s drink bill for 1936 is estimated at 
246,255,000 pounds, an increase of 3.5 
per cent over 1935. Drunkenness had 
increased 7 per cent over 1935 and 50.1 
per cent over 1932, “before the price of 
beer was reduced.” “The average adult 
expenditure, on a population of approxi- 
mately 314% million persons of 20 years 
and over, including abstainers, was 
about 7 pounds 16 shillings. The daily 
consumer of a quart of beer at 5 pence 
per pint spends 15 pounds 4 shillings 
per annum, or five weeks’ earnings of a 
man receiving 3 pounds per week, so 
that he-and his family must live for 52 
weeks on 47 weeks’ earnings. 


Loss of Reaction Time through Alco- 
holic Drinks—In what way does the 
drinking motorist show his greatest re- 
action? In recent tests given eight truck 
drivers in Detroit, failure to judge dis- 
tances properly was the outstanding one. 
After being allowed to get “comfortably 
drunk,” these men showed a loss of 21 
per cent in all-round efficiency. They 
were tested first at 2 P. M. while sober; 
between 3 and 7.30 P. M. a minimum of 
four drinks was given them, and they 
were tested again. 

The loss of efficiency in judging dis- 
stances ranged from 20 to 80 per cent, 
the average being 45 per cent. It took 
from 10 to 30 per cent longer for the 
men to respond to orders, failure of 
mechanical manipulation was increased 
by 10 to 20 per cent. Their alertness 
decreased 10 per cent. The three non- 
drinking men who were used as controls 
showed an increase in efficiency as they 
became familiar with the testing ma- 
chine in contrast to the lowered effi- 
ciency of the men who were given alco- 
hol. 


Alcoholic Content of Alcoholic Bever- 
ages.—What is the alcoholic content of 
the various fermented and _ distilled 
drinks served today? 

Beer may contain from 2.75 per cent 
of alcohol, or less, to 6.4 per cent, the 
latter being strong ale. Abroad, beers 
of 9 per cent are brewed. 

Wines contain from 5 to 15 per cent 
in dry and frothy wines, up to 25 per 
cent in “fortified” wines, those to which 
distilled liquor has been added. 

Of the distilled liquors, brandy aver- 
ages 53 per cent; gin, 52 per cent; 
rum, 54 per cent; whisky, from 40 to 54 
per cent. The cocktail, so popular to- 
day, has about four times the stimulating 
and intoxicating effect that the same 
quantity of alcohol, taken in light wine 
or beer, has, says Professor W. E. Dixon 
of England. 


World Malnutrition vs. Beer Produc- 
tion.—A special committee of the League 
of Nations reports that: “The malnutri- 
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tion which exists in all countries is at 
once a challenge and an opportunity: a 
challenge to men’s consciences and an 
opportunity to eradicate a social evil by 
methods which will increase prosperity.” 
Despite this fact, over 5,400,000,000 gal- 
lons of beer were produced in the world 
in 1936, wasting valuable food material 
and producing, through the narcotic ef- 
fects of alcohol, social, economic, biolog- 
ical, and possibly hereditary conditions 
which lead to malnutrition, says the Na- 
tional Temperance Quarterly and Medi- 
cal Review.

The New Fellowship -

N MARCH, 1937, the Rev. Joseph C. 

Holbrook, pastor of the Reformed 
Church of Westwood, N. J., felt led of 
the Lord to establish some united voice 
in the great New York Metropolitan 
Area for the Fundamentalist ministers 
and laymen. ‘The Federal Council of 
Churches of Christ was acting as the 
voice of certain Modernistic elements in 
Protestantism, while the faithful minis- 
ters of God’s Word continued with their 
scattered, individual voices.

A group of Baptist ministers had a 
fellowship of their own, and they met 
for lunch each week. Mr. Holbrook 
presented the need and appealed to these 
men of God to sponsor the New York 
Fundamentalist Organization. Eventu- 
ally, after prayer and long consideration, 
a committee was appointed from the 
Baptist Fellowship, headed by the Rev. 
Donald MacKay, of Flushing, N. Y. The 
committee arranged for the first great 
rally to be held at Calvary Baptist 
Church in New York on Tuesday, March 
22, this year. 

The Lord blessed far more abundantly 
than they expected. Thanks to the co- 
operation of ministers and laymen who 
had radio broadcasts the meetings re- 
ceived wide publicity. At 3 P. M. the 
conference opened with the Rev. Alex- 
ander Sauerwine, pastor of the First 
Presbyterian Church of Flushing, N. Y., 
bringing the message. Dr. W. H. Rogers, 
pastor of the First Baptist Church of 
New York City, followed with a timely 
and challenging message on the purpose 
of the Bride of Christ in the world. 

At 6 P. M. the ministers and wives 
gathered for dinner with forty present. 
All were agreed upon the need of the 


organization. A steering committee was 


appointed with Dr. Rogers as chairman, 
which committee is to arrange for the 
next rally this spring, draw up a doc- 
trinal statement, present a slate of of- 
ficers for the first year, and make plans 
for the coming of the World’s Christian 
Fundamentals Association to New York 
during the World’s Fair of 1939. Then 
the great evening meeting followed with 
nearly eight hundred: present in the Cal- 
vary Baptist Church.

A Chinese Woman's 
Prayer Answered 
Founded on fact

OGS had ceased to bark, wheelbar- 

rows had stopped their squeaking 
for the night, peddlers had gone home: 
night had come to a Chinese village 
called Willow Town. All was quiet. But 
at midnight persistent “grapevine” whis- 
pers passed from one courtyard to the 
next, “The earth-vagabonds are robbing 
and kidnaping at the South Suburh, 
and they will soon be here.” 

Upon hearing the ominous rumor, 
Widow Wang arose and dressed. She be- 
longed to the “Jesus Church” and was a 
“hot-hearted” Christian; so, as she sat 
on the brick bed in the dark, waiting, 
she repeated Scripture verses to keep 
her courage up. 

Dogs began to bark in the next court- 
yard, there was a loud pounding on her 
courtyard gate while raucous’ voices 
cursed Heaven and earth. The wooden 
bar holding the two-leaved gates snap- 
ped under the pressure of many bodies 
pushing against it. The gates banged 
back, and the yard was filled with ban- 
dits. They bound the unresisting hands~ 
of the widow behind her and led her 
along with others to the threshing floor 
in the middle of the village. 

After the bandits had looted the pawn- 
shop, and the home of the rich village 
elder, they formed the captives into a 
line of march for the long trip back to 
the Shansi Mountains. After walking 
many days over winding mountain trails, 
they arrived at “Robbers’ Nest.” 

Prison routine meant inactivity and 
two meals a day of millet gruel and 
steamed bread. In the women’s court- 
yard idleness soon bred quarreling, for 
these illiterate women could not read, 
and they found nothing good with which 
to fill the empty hours.

Eight buildings 
in all are in use. 
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Arousiag~ lived in the School for 
Christian Workers, in Philadelphia, and ‘ 
attended the Friends’ Select School, 
graduating there, and then spending four 
years in Wheaton College, after which 
she had a year’s study in the Graduate 
School of the University of Pennsyl- 
vania, graduating from that school with 
the degree of Master of Science in Edu- 
cation. 

She was hoping to become an Amer- 
ican citizen, and made the necessary 
applications, and while the process of 
securing her complete papers went on, 
she spent almost a year in the Bible 
Lands Gospel Mission, in. Beirut, Syria, 
teaching in the schools of that mission. 
And now she is, after long waiting, a 
naturalized American citizen. 

However, her heart ever since she was 
a child has been strongly inclined 
toward a distinctive work among Arme- 
nians. It is not strange that this is so, 
and indeed the need among existing 
groups of Armenians in various lands 
is very pronounced. A letter calling her 
into the service of Armenian Protestant 
Church schools in Beirut has been in 
Arousiag’s hands for some months. There 
are three Protestant Church Primary 
schools in Beirut. In one there are 
about 250 children in a very needy dis- 
trict, meeting in a wooden barrack. 

Another is in a fairly good school 
building with a playground, and in this 
there are about 300 pupils, made up of 
eight classes, with about thirty or forty 
students in each class. There are ten 
teachers and one principal. The salaries 
are only seven to twelve dollars a month, 
paid when the school committee can 
procure the money. The salary of the 
principal is about eighteen dollars and 
fifty cents. Almost ninety per cent of 
the children attending this school come 
from very poor homes, but all are eager 
for education. Even during the cold 
weather many come to school without 
shoes, some without breakfast, — some 
therefore in an almost fainting condition 
are in the classes. A local Armenian 
friend recently sent money to provide 
lunch for those who were coming to 
school hungry, or without lunch. 

The third school is a Primary and 
Kindergarten that does not own its 
building. They rent the old American 
Press Building for about $300 a year. 
There are about 175 pupils in eight 
classes, with nine teachers, who have no 
fixed salary, but as much as the school 
committee is able to give for nine 
months in the year. About eighty per 
cent of the children come from poor 
families, who can pay only a part of 
the nominal tuition. 

Twenty-minute devotional services are 
held each morning, with daily Bible 
study-in all the classes. 

These are. distinctively Christian 
schools, and they greatly need organiza- 
tion and equipment, and all welcome 
the evangelical processes of distinctively 
Christian education. The Armenian 
churches and the school committee can 
meet only about forty to fifty per cent 
of a budget, which is based upon the 
necessary number of teachers and very 
modest expenditures for incidental ex- 
penses, — about $3,500 a year in all for 
the current conduct of the schools. About

$1,500 in addition should be spent for 
immediate equipment, according to the 
judgment of the committee. 

It is to the work of the elementary 
grades in these schools that Arousiag 
has been called, and it is the intention 
that she should be given the direction of 
the plans for these schools, especially to 
be worked out in one school, which 
would be used as a model for the others. 
All her training for these years in Amer- 
ica, and her experiences in the Near 
East, have been preparing her provi- 
dentially for such a work as this. The 
school committee is eager to have her 
undertake the work, and in response to 
a question, one of the leading men on 
the committee of one of these very needy 
schools has written as follows: 


Our faith and our salvation, our love 
and our hope is centered on the person of 
Jesus Christ, on his grace and on his saving 
blood. The interested friends in America 
should understand that we are not arti- 
ficial and hesitant Christians, but confi- 
dent and fundamentalist Christians. We 
have passed through fire, sword, mas- 
sacres, and deportations, and we have not 
forsaken our Lord Jesus Christ. We do 
not only subscribe to the three verses 
mentioned in the letter of Mr. Coleman 
fof the American sponsoring committee for 
Arousiag], but to the whole of the Bible, 
from the beginning to the end. The Bible 
for us is the Word of God, and all its 
messages are acceptable to us. 


Arousiag has been on an extensive 
speaking tour in the Eastern and South- 
ern states in the last two months, telling 
of the needs of this work, and hopes 
to be on her way, before long, to Syria, 
to study the details of the work, to re- 
port on its special needs to American 
friends, and then to go right forward 
with the organization and personal work 
among the children of these schools. 

Those who are led to contribute to 
this much needed work for which Arou- 
siag is so well equipped, and for which 
there is so direct an opportunity, may 
send their contributions to Philip E. 
Howard, Trustee, in care of The Sun- 
day School Times. An American spon- 
soring committee has been formed, with 
Wilmer B. Coleman, of Philadelphia, as 
Chairman, and John G. Harris as Secre- 
tary.
